Now the 
news spread among them like fire: in Jess than 
ten minutes after we begin, our room was com- 
pletely filled, or mther crammed, the hall the 
same ; and a great crowd betore the house, clam- 
orously asking for Tracts: we gave away about 
a hundred, The crowd then became so gr2at, 
that, in self-defente, we were obliged to stop. 
On Monday, it would have been the same, had 
not the Government kindly sent up a Gendarme, 
through whose aid we were enabled to keep up 
order, letting come a few only into our room at 
once: this lasted from half-past 8, in the morn- 
ing till 12. Tuesday, the concourse of Jews was 
nearly as great as the day br fore ; and of Christ- 
ians still greater, About 300 Tracts, at least, 
and upward of 30 Testaments, have been distri- 
buted to Jews, and nearly 200 Sermons on the 
conversion of the Jews to Christianity—most of 
the respectable people in Posen sending for 
copies; among them, the Archbishop.

DENMARK. 

Very pleasing intelligence respecting 
the state of the Jews in Denmark, has 
been communicated through the medium 
of the Foreign Secretary; who visited 
that and the adjacent territories of Swe- 
den and Norway, during last summer, in 
the joint service of this Society and the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. He 
found the Jewish inhabitants, io Holstein 
and Denmark, not only protected by the 
Government, but enjoying the benefit of 
a very liberal administration in their fa- 
vour. Several measures had been adopt- 
ed, tending to their moral and civil im- 
provement. Some new arrangments, also, 
affecting the state of religion among them, 
which had been introduced by the Gov- 
ernment, had not only not been opposed 
by the Jews, but had met with their cor- 
dial concurrence. 

On his way to those northern kingdoms, 
Mr. Treschow made some stay at Han- 
burg, where he had an opportunity of ex- 
citing a lively interest in favour of the 
Jewish Cause; as an evidence éf which, 
the evening before he left Himburg, a 
Committee for Jewish Affairs was formed, 
comprising sume of the mos! zeaious 
Christians in the place. ° 

SOUTH OF FRANCE AND ITALY 

Descending now towards the Seuth, the 
Committee have reason to hope tha’ pros- 
pects are gradually opening in that direc- 
tion also. They have been favonred with 
communications on this subject from a 
Member of the Society, who has lately 
spent some in the South of Fraace and in 
Italy: this Gentleman has made it his 
principal obyect, during his travels, to as- 
certain tlie state and disposition of the 
Jews toward Christianity: he me with 
several indications of an inquiring spwit 
among them; particularly at Nice, where 
the Rabbi, a man of learning and exten- 
sive travel, entered freely into conversa- 
tion on the suiject of religion, and receiv- 
el with thankfulness a copy of the New- 
Testament in Hebrew. As _ this gentle- 
man has been enabled to open channels, 
in various places, for the circalation of 
Tracts and ‘Testaments among the Jews, 
the Committee cannot but hope, that fa- 
vourable results may ultimately arise from 
his exertions in their behalf.
